Besidea you 
said we could gat food Juat like tbe sol- 
uiers. You did not, however, give it to ua 
at this rate. 

Great father, we ara starving, and beg 
you therefore to give to us Juat ao, aa you 
have promised. Thirty men of us gat for 
eiKhieen days only one oow to eat; that is 
the reason 1 meatlon it And if you do 
not wall undaratand it, asad ma, Hollow 
Horn Bear, travelling money, and 1 >^ ill 
come with five men. 

Great father, if yoB do not want to do 
so, then please let ua hava a soldier toi our 
father agent, whan our pteeeat- father s 
term la out. 

Gieat lather, please do us this favor 

In reply to this memorial Acting Com- 
missioner Belt in a latttr to Secretary 
Noble says that tlielawdoea not promise 
the Indians food just like aoldiei-s. " but 
only a ration of beef, flour, bacon, 
coffee, stigar and bauia, or such other 
articles in lien thereof aa the commis- 
sioner of Indian aSaira may decide.

About to Be Made Whea tho pMsideat u 

Hvnra From. 

La Ciiii'^sK., Wis., Dec. 5. --Dr. Frank 
Powell returned to his home in this city 
Wednesday from Standing Kock Agen 
cy, N. Dak., accompanied bv Wilbum 
F. Cody (Buffalo Bill), and R. H. Haa- 
lam, (Pony Bob). Col. Cody stated that 
his party was in the heart of the Indian 
country, seventeen miles from the camp 
of hitting Bull, where the ghost dance 
was in progresa. 

"Our mission was to capture Sitting 
Bull, "said Col. Cody, "and we would 
have accomplished our object had not a 
courier overtaken us on. the edge of the 
reservation with dispatches from the 
president oideriug our partv to return 
without carrying tien. Miles' orders 
into effect. Oar trip ura* not attended 
with auy danger*, yf* wera aant theie 
not on a mhsriou of aaaaaainatioa, but 
capture. 

"The trouble aa it ia now ia nnprece- 
dented. Our party traveled 1,800 miles 
in less than seven days, and our surprise 
waa great in being recalled from our 
aafanon. We could have taken the bull, 
horse aud all into captlTitr, 1 am sure, 
without the losa of a lingla Ufa. It is 
impossible for ma to tall at 
this time whether nprising 
will result in the destruction of 
thousands of lives and homea are in a 
peaceable settlement. It lookl d«dl to- 
day, but the military may ba abla to 
handle theui satisfstory. We were sent 
out by the United States govemment 
Wd did our duty until iSJi^i hack. 
Here awaiting ordani ttoa the

Thtiy alHo 
adviaed the National AlUanoe tu stand 
by it* St Lonia platform, to take the 
lead in any National political move 
nent which might grow out vf it, and 
Mserted that otaer organiiatious wonld 
follow. 

At the afternoon sessioMt, Messrs. 
Holden, Williams and Rice, remesent- 
mg the Citiaens AlUance, of Kansas, 
made addresses which, in tiMmain fol- 
lowed la the iame line of thought and 
argmnent '■ Aoy said that their organ- 
iiation was at deeply interested in the 
fMrmen' morement as was the Alliance 
itself. They saw no reason why uier- 
clumts, traders, etc., should not unite in 
pcMW>ting this movement, and they 
ednd for a oommittee of conference to

Clttsens and Farmers' Alliances. The 
request was grunted and a committee 
appointed. 

liessrs. Gallagher and Carey, from 
the Kew York WorUngmeu's Keforui 
League and Anti-monopoly League re- 
spectively, addressed the couventiou 
and asked that organizers be sent to 
New York state to form sub-Alliances 
there, getting the membership from 
among the mechanics and laborers. 

Col. Livingstone replied and said that 
he did not regard it an fitting or politic 
that all classes of men should belong to 
the same organization.

A number of Kansas delegates, iuclud-

und the place Cincinnati. Dtle- 
gates from the National Fanners' Aili 
ance, and all other National organiza- 
tions in sympathy with it, or which en- 
dorbe th - bt Louis platform as well as 
the editors of the "reform press" 
throughout the cooatrjrwfll be Invited 
to take part in the convention. 'I'he 
new party to be formed would doubtless 
work on the same lines u the People's 
party in Kansas, tliat is, renounce all 
affiliation with the other pulitital parties 
and ])lace a National ticket of us own 
in the field.
